The Goose That Kills 


Even Earl Butz's critics, and he has 
them, will agree that the Secretary of 
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Agriculture is not a man to mince 
words. The antithesis of the diplomat, 
when the secretary has something to 
say he says it, and usually in a direct 
manner. 


So it was the other day when But/ 
addressed an 
advisory com m ittee

inspection 
regulations. Contending that excessive 
regulation was partly responsible for 
driving up food costs, the secretary 
questioned whether it was essential to 
inspect “ every ttird that comes down 
the line,” in poultry processing. 


By comparison, Butz said, if every 
piston ring assembled 
in an

tomobile engine was inspected “ the 
way we inspect chickens” an au­ 
tomobile 
would 
cost 
$20,000. 
A 
rejoinder might be that no one eats 
piston rings, but Butz has a point. 


If over-regulation and excessive ins­ 
pection bureaucracy raise costs to a 
prohibitive point for many consumers, 
what is the purpose? Surely adequate 
safeguards on the quality of food can 
be assured without going to an ex­ 
treme. 


What Butz is saying about the in­ 
dustry he is most concerned with 
applies equally to others. Regulation 
for the sake of regulation is the object 
of too many who have lost track of the 
end result.

Although 'Washington proba­ 
bly had the greatest overs­ 
tatement of any major post of­ 
fice,” Anderson said falsifica­ 
tion of figures apparently was a 
nationwide practice. 


"It became a case of who 
could run the trucks through the 
most tim es,” said subcommit­ 
tee chairman Charles H. Wilson, 
D-Calif., about the reweighing 
of mail.

Ronald Reagan: 


Closet Moderate? 


WASHINGTON - In 
sig­ 
nificant 
respects 
Ronald 
Reagan and Jimmy Carter are 
quite alike. 


Both men are card-carrying 
Christians, are wealthy and at­ 
tractive. are regional politicians 
with a distrust and contempt for 
the Washington power appara­ 
tus. And both have with great 
skill this year come from the 
backwoods of probability to 
challenge 
the 
reluctant 
es­ 
tablishments of their parties. 


And yet the popular response 
to each man has over the 
months been quite different. 
Carter has been accepted as a 
folk hero by many, and a mes- 
siah by some, while candidate 
Reagan by and large is still seen 
by the legions as merely a 
spoiler or perhaps even a sabo­ 
teur. To put it another way: one 
rebel has been accepted, the 
other not yet. 


Why? A likely reason is that 
C arter’s coup is complete. He 
has cold-cocked all comers, and 
stands now, with his freckled 
neck, as the leader of the oldest 
and largest political organiza­ 
tion in America. Yesterday a 
peanut farmer, today one of the 
most talked-about men in crea­ 
tion. Meanwhile, Reagan is still 
and only a logical longshot. 


Beyond this, however, and 
more important, is the fact that 
Reagan is deficient in imagery. 
Unlike Carter, he has been por­ 
trayed by the President of the 
United States as a war monger, 
by the foreign m inister of 
Panama as a “jolly cowboy who 
never went to school,” and by a 
ranking member of his own 
political persuasion as “ irra ­ 
tional as a headless hen.” The^e 
are not the kind of testimonies 
that appear on statues in the 
park. Hence the public may 
perceive Reagan with respect, 
with 
adm iration/ but 
with 
precious little comfort. 


And this is unfortunate. For 
as the nation enters Phase II of 
the presidential season, the 
sum m er conventions, it is ap­ 
parent 
the 
electorate 
has 
become adequately 
fam iliar 
with only two of the three sur­ 
viving participants, Carter and 
Gerald Ford. So far Reagan, 
who has wrestled a seated 
president to a truly remarkable 
draw, rem ains a distant per- 


sonality. He is a suave, hand­ 
some wet-head to whom no 
meaningful dimension has been 
added since "Death Valley 
Days.” 


Much of the fault for this is 
Reagan’s. He has the actor's 
worry 
of 
no-script 
perfor­ 
mances, thus allows few heart- 
to-heart contacts with America. 
Jim m y Carter tells us of h is 
mortality, 
Reagan 
of 
h is 
mechanical 
proficiency; 
th e 
result is he comes across as an 
interesting man, but not th e 
kind with whom one would lik e 
to spend the winter. 


And here is the rub. There is 
wide but quiet suspicion that the 
public image of Ronald Reagan 
is incorrect. That 
he’s not 
nearly so hard core as he ap­ 
pears. Those close to him admit 
that he is a difficult man to 
know, but once known he is 
conciliating rather than rigid, 
pragm atic 
rather 
than 
ideologic. One adv iser who has 
been with Reagan since the 
California state house describes 
his employer as “anything but a 
tory.” Another aide suggests he 
is a closet moderate. 


Moderate? Reagan’s record 
also suggests the unthinkable. 
As governor of California he 
railed against the excesses of 
higher education, but allowed 
state aid to the schools lo 
increase 100 per cent in eight 
years. He also put a heavy foot 
on welfare spending, but at the 
same time increased benefits 
for the most needy of indigents. 
As for his libertarian views 
concerning the inviolability of 
private property, they did not 
stop Gov. Reagan from es­ 
tablishing some of the toughest 
environmental 
protection 
programs in the nation. 


Regarding style, Reagan was 
a bargaining rather than totali­ 
tarian adm inistrator. An op­ 
ponent of withholding tax. lie 
gave in gracefully when finan­ 
cial 
priorities 
made 
Ins 
druthers 
obsolete; 
against 
employment 
quotas, 
he 
nonetheless 
appointed 
more 
minority people to government 
posts than any other executive 
in the history of he state. He 
wasn't liberal, to be sure. But 
he wasn’t blind. He was, in fact, 
progressive. 


Haldeman View 


Of ‘Bad Days ’ 


WASHINGTON - H R. Hal- 
derman, Richard Nixon’s chief 
ally in crime, has finally con­ 
firmed our worst suspicion 
about 
the 
W atergate 
days: 
There were times when the 
former president was incapable 
of fully functioning. 


In 
his 
newly 
published 
memors. Haldeman indicates 
there were periods when Nixon 
was so knocked out that he could 
not have responded swiftly and 
intelligently to a national or in­ 
ternational crisis. During those 
periods, 
this 
country 
was 
completely vulnerable to a sud­ 
den enemy attack. 


Haldeman doesn’t quite state 
it that badly; he tried to tell a 
version of events which might 
serve as the basis of his 
rehabilitation. 
But 
even 
in 
seeking to portray the W ater­ 
gate saga m the best light pos­ 
sible he has revealed much 
about both Nixon and himself. 


Thi> former White House chief 
of staff was convicted, along 
with three others, of conspiring 
to cover up the W atergate 
crimes, but has not yet gone to 
jail pending the outcome of an 
appeal. 


W atergate 
reporters 
Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein, 
in their Ixnik “The Final Days,” 
depict Nixon as drinking heav ily 
m the final phase of the scandal. 
Haldeman set out to debunk this 
by insisting that Nixon did not 
have a problem handling liquor. 
The problem he did have, 
however, was worse. 


Haldeman described a pattern 
«of behavior, which he says he 
saw often, in which Nixon would 
be thick-tongued and slurry and 
look groggy. He claimed that 
this condition was not the result 
of too much drinking. Instead, 
Haldeman claimed, Nixon was 
in the habit of taking a sleeping 
pill before going to bed and also 


sipping a bottle of beer. This 
combination, 
coupled 
with 
exhaustion, produced the ap­ 
pearance of intoxication. 


But the important thing is not 
how Nixon got himself into such 
shape, although the combina­ 
tion of drugs and alcohol has 
been known to be fatal and a 
drug-induced 
stupor 
is 
generally harder to shake than a 
liquor-induced one. The key 
point is that he regularly lost 
full control of his faculties. 


To my knowledge, no previous 
modern president has been so 
undisciplined as to jeopardize 
the future of the American 
people. There are some crucial 
decisions that only a president 
can make, and he should be 
fully 
alert 
and capable of 
making them at any time on in­ 
stant notice. John F. Kennedy 
drank only sparingly. He used 
drugs to kill pain, but not to 
sleep. Lyndon Johnson enjoyed 
two and sometimes three Scotch 
and sodas on a relaxed evening, 
but the White House waiters 
were instructed to make them 
with less than a jigger of Scotch 
so that each drink was con­ 
siderably diluted. During his 
Capitol Hill days, Johnson had 
been a much heavier drinker. 
But he often said he wouldn’t 
risk a single moment of im ­ 
paired 
judgment 
because 
“ th at’s 
when 
the 
Russians 
would push the button.” 
Haldeman’s version of Water­ 
gate also tends to confirm the 
public impression of the Nixon 
crowd as paranoid and power- 
mad. He said, for instance, that 
he found it “eerie” that he had 
recruited three of the confessed 
Watergate figures who testified 
against him at trial. Where did 
he get the notion that a person 
who helps another get a job then 
controls that employee’s sense 
of right and wrong forever?

However, once we recognize 
that the principle of "libera­ 
tion” is prudentially disastrous 
against our major “ potential 
adversary,” why do we have to 
blow the trumpet in Africa?

Without for one second condon­ 
ing apartheid in South Africa or

authoritarianism

gue that nowhere in the world is 
majority rule so flagrantly 
violated as in the Communist 
power spheres. 


But let’s return to Africa. It 
would be manifestly unfair to 
accuse Kissinger of touching off 
race war in the south — as a 
number of conservatives are 
doing. The gunpower has been 
there for years, all fused, and 
what touched off the explosion 
was Portuguese decolonization 
along with Soviet aid and Cuban 
sepoys. 


What Kissinger has done is 
more ethereal than malevolent: 
the analogy that comes to mind 
is of an agent of the Environ­ 
mental

rushing

Eisenhower on D-Day, H-Hour 
of the Normandy invasion, 
demanding an environmental 
impact study 


What is occurring now in 
Africa has nothing whatsoever 
to do with “ majority rule, self- 
determination. equal rights, 
and human dignity.” It is 
simply a war to the knife for the 
turf and what's underneath it. 


As anyone who has followed 
the course of black African 
development over the past two 
decades knows, the inevitable 
trend has been towards military 
dictatorship, usually by one 
tribe over the others. Gambia is 
the only exception that comes to 
mind. 


In 1956 I gave up hopes of 
liberating people from Com­ 
munism because the human 
price was too great — 1 don't 
believe in advising other people 
to volunteer for holocausts. In 
the' same sense, we should bend 
every effort in white Africa 
towards long-term adjustments 
with a minimum of casualties. 
It is hard to formulate a precise 
policy, but I know a bad one 
when 1 sen- it — the one we are 
now following. We were be*tter 
off with no African policy than 
with the lunatic abstractions we 
arc today madly pursuing.

On the other side of the court. Tanner said. "I think we should 
withdraw. If someone enters, they agree to play all. They made a 
rule last year about Mexico’s withdrawal but nothing happened. If 
they aren't going back to the rules then we should get out." 


Dell, a form er Davis Cup captain, said he was "sick about it." 
But he sided with the U.S. decision. “ The Davis Cup is great 
competition, but I think the United States is right in principle. The 
Davis Cup has become ludicrous the way some nations have played 


football with it." 


“ G overnm ents have been m aking decisions about who plays 
tennis," said a U.S. spokesman in the bombshell announcement. 
“We think this is repugnant.” 


Spokesman Joseph E. C arrico, a vice president of the U.S. 
Tennis Association and chairm an of the U.S. Davis Cup Com mit­ 
tee. added. “ I would guess that other nations m ight follow" 
America’s lead. 


The dram atic U.S. move was the result of a m eeting of the Davis 
Cup Committee. The United States had proposed a resolution to 
impose Davis Cup suspensions for countries who. like Mexico and 
India, withdraw because of political interference or governm ent 
action. The rule change needed a twothirds m ajority, but got only 
a 32-21 count. 


NFL Owners Thrown For Loss By NLRB Judge 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
National Football League has 
been thrown for at least a par­ 
tial loss by an adm inistrative 
law judge for its dealings with 
the players' union. 


Judge Charles W. Schneider 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board has ruled that the NFL 
used som e unfair labor p rac­ 
tices during the 1974 contract 
negotiations and the subsequent 
player strike. 


Schneider said, however, the 
NFL can adopt playing rules to 
m ake the game more entertain­ 
ing as long as their effect on the 
safety of the players is d is­ 
cussed with the union. 


He also said that the NFL s 10 
|x*r cent pre-season pay plan, 
which the union held to be 
illegal and is a current subject 


of collective bargaining, was not 
discrim inatory 
and 
did 
not 
violate labor law . 


But. Schneider said, the NFL 
cannot unilaterally adopt or put 
into 
effect 
increased 
wage 
scales for preseason games, or 
any other increased com pensa­ 
tion. without the prior consent 
of. or negotiation with, the union 
in collective bargaining. 


In his K9-page decision, m ade 
public Thursday, Schneider also 
ruled 
that 
the 
then-union 
President Bill Curry and Vice 
Presidents K ernnt A lexander 
and Tom K eating were cut. 
waived or traded by their team s 
because of their union activity 
and ordered them reinstated 
with back pay. He said Atlanta 
player 
representative 
Ken 
Reaves was not traded by the

violation of the law. 


Alexander, 
who 
has 
not 
played in the two years since 
being cut by Philadelphia, most 
likely will benefit m ost by the 
decision because he will receive 
at least two season’s salary if 
the ruling is upheld. 


C urry, traded by Houston to 
Los Angeles, and Keating, sent 
to Kansas City by P ittsburgh, 
would be less affected by the 
ruling because any past pay 
would be off-set by the money 


they received from their new 
teams. Keating, however, could 
be eligible for som e $50,000 in 
post-season pay he would have 
received because the Steelers 
won the Super Bowl the past two 
years.

Milliken. who is expected to sign the bill, has proposed a similar 
land acquisition fund. "The thrust is to purchase unique recrea- 
tional land in areas where people can use them, although not 
exclusively in urban areas," said the bill's sponsor. Sen. Kerry 
Hammer. Wontiac. 


It 'Should Be Abandoned' 


lAN'SING. Mich. (AP) — Gov. William Milliken says the 


secretary of state's controversial practice of doling out branch 
office jobs for political patronage "should be abandoned once and 
for all." Milliken, a Republican, added. "Let's face it. both 
parties have used thai system." But he said at a news conference 
Thursday he will call for abandoning the practice "immediate!}-" 
if Republicans ever win control of the office. Milliken was asked 
if it was unethical for Democratic Secy, of State Richard Austin to 
collect campaign contributions from branch managers whom 
Austin appoints. "U 1 were Mr. Austin. I would terminate that 
practice now ... immediately." Milliken said. "If Republicans 
gain control of the secretary of stale's office, that's the first thing 
1 will push to get done," Milliken said. 


Drastic School Cuts 


DETROIT (AP) — High school sports would be eliminated and 


the number of hours students spend in class would be cut under 
drastic economy measures approved Thursday by the De*!™' 
Board of Education. Board President Darneau V. Stewart said the 
board was required by law to adopt a balanced budget but "hopes 
for a miracle" that will give the school system enough money 
before September so the cuts don't go into effect. The $320.2 
million budget approved, 10-2, also ignores an directive of U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert E. DeMascio that the system provide 
$5.5 million to cover its share of new educational programs 
ordered to begin this fall under a school desegregation decision. 
The budget also would put first-grade students on halfdays. As A " 
result, they would'not receive 900 hours of instruction in 180 days 
as required by state law. 


Frisk The Drunks 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Police assisting drunks could search 


them for dangerous weapons under legislation headed for the 
Senate. The House Thursday voted 62-39 to approve the bill, a 
compromise measure worked out in a joint House-Senate 
conference committee to resolve differences in the measure as it 
passed the two chambers. The bill makes various amendments to 
a law decriminalizing public intoxication that will become effec- 
tive next year. And it allows certain portions to go into effect 
immediately. Under the bill, police could take an incapacitated 
person to his home, an approved service program, or an emer- 
gency medical service. The police could search the person to 
discover any weapons, something they do not now have the 
specific authority to do. 


They'll Debate Anyway

The 
debate, which will be taped on a WKAR-TV interview show at 
Michigan State University, is over Rosenbaum's conslititonal 
amendment to ban bail for "career criminals." It has passed the 
House, and while Brown has said he won't kill it. he says he won't 
give it any special treatment, either. Gov. William Milliken 
entered the fray this week by declaring he cannot support the 
resolution.

LANSING. Mich. (AP) — The state could use gas and oil 
drilling royalties to purchase new recreational land under a hill 
sent to Gov. W illiam Milliken on Thursday. The bill, approved 
20-0 by the Senate, would establish a fund from royalties from 
drilling operations on state land. Expanded drilling in the Pigeon 
River Country State Forest is expected to furnish much pf the 
money.

Milliken. who is expected to sign the bill, has proposed a sim ilar 
land acquisition fund "The thrust is to purchase unique recrea­ 
tional land in areas where people can use them, although not 
exclusively in urban areas," said the bill’s sponsor. Sen. Kerry 
Hammer. D-Pontiac.

I would term inate that 
practice now ... imm ediately." Milliken said. “ If Republicans 
gain control of the secretary of state s office, th at's the first thing 
I will push to get done." Milliken said. 


Drastic School Cuts 


DETROIT ( \P ) — High school sports would be elim inated and 
the num ber of hours students spend in class would be cut under 
drastic economy m easures approved Thursday by the Detroit 
Board of Education Board President Darneau V. Stewart said the 
board was required by law to adopt a balanced budget but “ hopes 
for a m iracle" that will give the school system enough money 
before Septem ber so the cuts don't go into effect. The $320.2 
million budget approved, lft-2. also ignores an directive of U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert E. DeMascio that the system provide 
$5.5 million to cover its share of new educational program s 
ordered to begin this fall under a school desegregation decision 
The budget also would put first-grade students on halfdays. As a 
result, they would not receive 900 hours of instruction in ISO days 
as required by state law. 


Frisk The Drunks 


LANSING. Mich (AP) — Police assisting drunks could search 
them for dangerous weapons under legislation headed for the 
Senate The House Thursday voted 62-30 to approve the bill, a 
com prom ise m easure worked out in a joint House-Senate 
conference com m ittee to resolve differences in the m easure as it 
passed the two cham bers. The bill m akes v arious am endm ents to 
a law decriminalizing public intoxication that will become effec­ 
tive next year. And it allows certain portions to go into effect 
immediately. Under the bill, police could take an incapacitated 
person to his home, an approved service program , or an em er­ 
gency medical service. The police could search the person to 
discover any weapons, something they do not now have the 
specific authority to do. 


They'll Debate Anyway 


IANSING. Mich. (AP) - In this corner. Rep. Paul Rosenbaum 
of Battle Creek. In that corner. Sen. Basil Brown of Highland 
Park. The two judiciary com m ittee chairm en have agreed to 
debate over a constitutional amendm ent which appears doomed 
anyway. The issue is Rosenbaum’s proposal to ban bail for certain 
ex-convicts. Brown considers Rosenbaum — who is rum ored to 
yearn after the attorney general's job — a publicity seeker who is 
threatening the constitional rights of defendants. Rosenbaum also 
has sponsored mandatory sentences for large dof>e dealers and 
wiretapping to help convict them. Rosenbaum, on the other hand, 
has been frustrated by Brown bottling up his legislation in the 
Senate comm ittee, often not m eeting for weeks at a time. The 
debate, which will be taped on a WKAR-TV interview show at 
Michigan State University, is over Rosenbaum 's constititonal 
amendment to ban bail for “ career crim inals." It has passed the 
House, and while Brown has said he won't kill it. he says he won t 
give it any special treatm ent, either. Gov. W illiam Milliken 
entered the fray this week by declaring he cannot support the 
resolution.

DETROIT (AP) — A subpoena reportedly has been drawn up 
for state Sen. Thomas Guastello, D-Sterling Heights, to api>ear 
before a federal grand jury to answ er questions about bankruptcy 
proceedings for a Shelby Township ice arena. Guastello was 
apixnnted by Macomb County Circuit Court Judge Edward .1, 
Gallagher as receiver of the USA Ice Arena, for which Guastello 
paid himself $30.000 in ft vs. Attorneys for International Sports 
Arena, Inc.. originally owners of the rink, contended in court 
papers that Gallagher improperly allowed Guastello to borrow 
$300.1)00 to complete construction of the arena "It is believed that 
a large part of the expenditure made by the receiver in complet­ 
ing construction and operation of the business were totally ex­ 
cessive. irresponsible and without regard to proper conduct or 
business," arena attorney George P. Dakmak charged in a court 
paper. 


Bill Ready For Signing 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — Handicapped people would be pro­ 
tected against discrim ination m employm ent, housing, public 
accomodations and education under a bill given final approval 
Thursday in the Senate. On a vote of 30-1. the Senate sent to Gov. 
William Milliken a m easure which extends protection now exist­ 
ing only in housing. The bill requires the Civil Rights Commis­ 
sion. upon request, to investigate com plaints of the handicapped 
on alleged discrim ination. The bill does not require businesses 
and public facilities to take m ajor steps to provide conveniences 
for the handicapped — barrier-free design already covers much of 
that. But it dix's require the handicapped to be given equal 
opportunity if they meet job qualifications and can reach required 
performance levels in a reasonable time. 


On Basis Of Ability 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state would begin granting a 
limited num ber of academ ic scholarships on the basis of ability 
alone under legislation nearing final passage. ^The Senate, on a 
vote of 20-0, returned to the House Thursday a bill to grant 
scholarships to high school graduates regardless of financial 
resources. The 197K-77 budget contains only $50.000 for the 
program , so the bill before the House is lim ited to establishing the 
principle. Supporters hope to provide SI million a year to talented 
high school students to help them get to college. Most of the 
K.OOO-pltis students who received m onetary scholarships this year 
qualified both academically and on the basis of financial need. 
But some said high achievement should be rewarded regardless 
of financial considei ations.

Blank 
pages and.margins were cover- 
ed with notes and comments, 
some of which no doubt could 
only be deciphered by the 
writer himself. 


For examplu, a' copy of

EDITOR’S NOTE — Two hundred years ago today, 
the Continental Congress voted for independence from 
B ritain. John Adam s thought Ju ly 2 would be 
celebrated as Independence Day. But it w asn't to be.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — After a bit of squirm ing, the 
Continental Congress on July 2. 1776, took the bold step of 
voting for American independence. “ Resolved that these 
colonies are. and of right ought to be. free and independent 
states; that they are absolved of all allegiance to the British 
Crown,” the resolution said. • 
4 


The Congress had just okayed a rebellion. 
The next m orning John A dam s w rote wife Abigail: 
“ Yesterday, the greatest question was decided, which ever 
was debated in America, and a greater, perhaps, never was 
nor will be decided am ong m en .” The day before nine 
colonies had voted for the independence resolution, first 
introduced by Henry Lee of Virginia on June 7. Pennsyl­ 
vania and South Carolina had voted no, D elaw are was 
divided and New York had abstained. 


Uncomfortable with a lack of unanim ous support for such 
a mighty decision, the 40 delegates decided to vote again 
the next day. 


A night’s sleep changed minds. 
On July 1, three m em bers of Pennsylvania’s delegation 
— Ben Franklin, John Morton and Jam es Wilson — had 
voted for independence. John Dickinson, Thomas Willing, 
Rolx*rt Morris and Charles Hum phreys had opposed it The 
next day Dickinson and M orris abstained by tactfully 
failing to appear for the session. That left Pennsylvania 
backing independence 3-2. 


Edward Rutledge had told Congress the day before that 
he and his South Carolina colleagues opposed Lee's 
resolution. He suggested that tim e, perhaps even a night’s 
rest, might tem per their antirevolutionary convictions and 
that then, “ for the sake of unanim ity,” they'd tote in the 
affirmative. They did on July 2. 


C aesar Rodney was in Dover. D el., when his two 
colleagues. Thomas McKean (yes) and George Read (no) 
split. McKean sent a m essenger to Rodney, who jum ped on 
a spry mount and rode through thunder and lightning to the 
Statehouse in Philadelphia, arriving in tim e to break the tie 
with a vote for indej>endence. 


Adams, the floor m anager of the independence forces in 
Congress, wrote to Abagail: “ The second day of July. 177«, 
will be the most m em orable epoch in the history of 
America. I am apt to believe it will be celebrated by suc­ 
ceeding generations as the great anniversary festival. It 
ought to be solemnized by pomp and parade, with shows, 
games, sports, guns, bells, bonfires and illum inations ...” 
That wasn't to be. Two days later, the Cpngress would 
adopt Thomas Jefferson’s D eclaration of Independence, 
written to take some of the sting out of U*e's resolution, and 
to increase support for the American cause.
